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Newly submitted claims 7-1 1 are directed to an invention that is independent and distinct from the invention originally claimed for the 

following reasons: 

The claims that were originally presented were directed to a pharmaceutical composition comprising the compound of the formula of 
instant claim 1 and a method for preventing or treating acute or chronic cerebral neurodegenerative diseases. 
The new claims presented in the Amendment filed March 22, 2004, Paper No. 9, are directed to a method for preventing or treating 
brain damage caused by ischemia or hemorrhage comprising administering the compound of formula I. 

Claims directed to a method for preventing or treating acute or chronic cerebral neurodegenerative diseases are independent and 
distinct from claims directed to a method for preventing or treating brain damage caused by ischemia or hemorrhage. 
Since Applicants have received an Action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has been constructively 
elected by original presentation for prosecution. Newly presented claims 7-1 1 are directed to a non-elected invention. 

The Amendment filed on March 22, 2004, Paper No. 9, canceling all original claims and presenting only claims drawn to a non- 
elected in vention is non-responsive. See MPEP 82 1 .03 .
